Your  Committee  have  to  report  a  very  busy  year. 
The  number  of  admissions,  282,  was  rather  more  than  in  1936. 
Of  these,  151  were  Radcliffe  Contributors,  5  Royal  Berks 
Contributors,  3  High  Wycombe  Contributors,  3  Hospital 
Saving  Association  and  28  Private  Patients.  Patients’  Days 
numbered  6048  and  the  average  stay  per  Patient  was  21.44 
days.  Of  the  Patients  admitted  during  the  year  96  were 
Surgical  Cases,  137  Medical  and  49  Maternity  (25  boys  and 
24  girls  were  born  in  the  Hospital).  30  Operations  were 
performed.  15  Accidents  were  admitted.  Of  the  Patients 
discharged  215  were  cured,  26  relieved,  23  I.  S.  O.  and  18 
died. 

The  cost  per  Patient  Day  was  6/6.7.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  the  Hospital,  including  ordinary  repairs  and 
•decorations  was  £1986  being  £499  less  than  last  year.  The 
total  income  was  £2050  :4:2  a  reduction  of  £150  on  last 
year. 

Pound  Day  produced  111  2  2^  lbs.  of  which  1097i  lbs. 
were  collected  by  Teachers  and  Scholars.  £3:5:9  was 
sent  in  cash  as  well.  The  result  of  Egg  Week  Appeal  was 
that  3849  eggs  were  sent  to  the  Hospital.  The  Committee 
wish  to  thank  all  donors  and  also  those  who  so  kindly 
transported  gifts.
